She left the flat 
in January this year, and was living wit 
her mother at Marino Creen, where, she said, 
she had better accommodation for the 
children than they would have were they 
living at her hushand’s flat or at his mother’s 
room. She had written to her husband stat 
ing that she had decided for her own safety 
and for the safety of the children to go and 
live with her mother. Her affidavit did not 
deny that she had at all times refused to givc 
the husband access to the children. 

Mr. Crivon submitted that the children 
were young, and needed the care of theit 
mother. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that he could 
not assume thai, the wife was entitled to 
separate from her husband That was 1 
matter to be decided by a judge and jury 
in other proceedings, and he suggested thai 
the young people should come together and 
not blight their future lives. There was, he 
said, no evidence that the husband had put 
the wife in terror of her life. If he did, th 
law was sufficient to protect her, and if he 
was cruel to her she had her remedy. He 
adjourned the motion until Thursday of next 
week.

judgment was delivered; dis- 
missing, with costs, the action in which 
Henry A. Vernon, 1 Wilton place, Dublin, | 
sought an injunction against Robert A. Small, 
garage proprietor, 2 Elgin road, Dublin, to 
restrain him from sub-dividing the rooms in 
the dwellinghouse, 2 Elgin road, held by him 
as tenant to the plaintiff under lease; from 
altering the character and structure of the 
dwellinghouse, and from carrying on the trade 
of lodginghouse-keeper. ; 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that this was an 
effort on the part of the landlord to preserve 
the amenities of suburban life in Dublin and 
to maintain those characteristics of seclusion 
and privacy which the residents in “the 
roads ’’—Elgin road, Clyde road, Raglan road 
and the others—had enjoyed for nearly a 
century. The effort had a good deal of his 
sympathy—not because of any dog-in-the- 
manger attitude, but because he thought that 
the people who wished to live in houses with 
such surroundings should be allowed to do 
so; but the actual question he was called on 
to decide was whether the defendant was 
entitled. in law and on the facts, to do what 
he sought to do. ; 

The plaintiff's claim in respect. of alleged 
breach of covenant depended upon the terms 
of a lease, dated 1862, by the then: owners. 
There was a covenant that a dwellinghouse 
was to be built according to a certain plan 
and a prescribed design, and the covenant

the internal economy of the house. Nothing 
was said about the user of the dwellinghouse 
when built, but the defendant did not pro- 
pose to use it otherwise than as the “ sub- 
stantial dwellinghouse’ he had acquired. A 
covenant regarding the user of the premises 
during the term included everything, he 
thought, that the lessor intended to provide 


or. 

The defendant, by the aid of certain inter- 
nal alterations, had converted the howse into 
fifteen self-contained homes. The only at- 
tempt to rely upon the covenant of pro- 
hibition was an argument to the effect that 
what the defendant had done amounted to 
carrying on an offensive trade or business. 
There was nothing in the evidence that would 
entitle him to arrive at any such finding of 
fact. It was alleged that the defendant had 
changed the character of the premises from 
« dwellinghouse for the accommodation of one 
family to one for the accommodation of 
fifteen. He found it difficult to see how that 
was a change of character; it was, no doubt, 
an alteration in a dwellinghouse to afford 
other and different accommodation for the 
residents. He did not think that the ‘im- 
provements ”’ and ‘‘erections’’ that the de- 
fendant had made in any way affected pre- 
judically the landlord’s reversion. He was 
satisfied that when the term came to an end 
the premises could be put into their original 
condition by the expenditure of a very small 
sum, assuming that the landlord was entitled 
to have such restoration effected. —

Mr. Micks (instructed by Mr. 8. G. Ruther- 
ford) applied on behalf of Harris Stein, 
Wakefield, Grosvenor road, 
Rathgar, Dublin, plaintiff in an action against 
Hyman Seligman, house furnisher, 5 Shrews 
bury road, Dublin, for an order appointing 
the plaintiff or some other person as receive! 
or receiver and manager over the business 
known as “The Mary Street Furnishing 
('o.,” 37 Mary street, Dublin, pending the 
hearing of the action, and also for an inter- 
locutory mjunetion restraining the defendant 
pending the hearing of the action, from dis- 
posing of partnership property, from drawing 
on partnership moneys, and from withholdinz 
fron’ the plaintiff certain blank cheques signed 
by the plaintiff. 

The action said Mr. Micks, was primarily 
for an order dissolving a partnership between 
the plaintiff and the defendant in the business 
referred to. There were, he said, some very 
serious. allegations made in the affidavit ol 
the plaintiff in support of the application, and 
if those allegations were well founded it 
would appear to be a case for an interim 
injunction. His client said that he had been 
foolish enough to hand over to the defendant 
a number of blank cheques, and that he had 
been refused access to the books and accounts 
of the partnership business 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that, having read 
the affidavit, he would grant an interim 
injunction. pending the hearing of an applica- 
tion on Tnesday next for an interlocutory 
injunction, restraining the defendant from dis 
posing of any of the partnership property ; 
from drawing on the partnership moneys, or 
from using in anv wav blank cheques which 
were siened bv the plaintiff and were now 1 
the defendant’s possession. He gave liberty 
to the plaintiff to serve notice of motion for 
an interlocutory iniunction, and reserved the 
costs of the present application.

William McFarland, Ballinteer Gardens; 
Andrew Woodbyrne, St Ignatius road; 
Michael Martin, Cole’s lane; Michael Mooney, 
Dominick street, and Michael Brennan, 
Summerhill, Dublin, were charged yesterday 
with consptwacy and the larceny of a motor 
car, value £50, belonging to Russell Clark, 
60 Fortfield road, Terenure. 

McFarland pleaded guilty to having taken 
the car without the owner's consent, but not 
to stealing it. In the course of the case 
statements by McFarland were given in 
evidence exonerating the other prisoners. 

Mr. J. Connolly, K.C. (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor), said that the car 
was taken from Middle Abbey street at 8.45 
p.m., and found at á a.m. tho following day 
near Naas, and McFarlend was in the driver’s 
seat. Three of the accused men were found 
near the car, but not Brennan. 

juard M, Thorne, Naas, said that at about 
ó a.m. he found McFarland sitting in a motor 
car, with the engine running. Witness got 
into the back of the car, and McFarland 
began to search his pockets for his driving 
licence, and while doing so put the car in 
gear, and it ran for about a quarter of a 
mile towards Dublin. Witness told McFarland 
to stop or he would force him to do so. He 
arrested him. 

Detective Sergeant McSweeney said that 
McFarland made a statement to the effect 
that he took the car from Middle Abbey 
street, picked up Brennan, and they drove to 
Ballydowd, where they had a few drinks. 
When they were leaving he asked three men 
outside the public-house to come for a drive 
to Naas. They agreed. They were strangers 
to him, and had nothing to do with taking 
the car. 

Brennan also made a statement, in which 
he said that McFarland asked him to go for a 
drive and said that the car was his own. At 
Naas he found “things getting too hot’’ and 
went home. Brennan had a driver's licence. 

Judge Daviti gave a direction, and the 
jury found Brennan, Woodbyrne, Mooney and 
Martin not guilty, und they were discharged. 

Replying to Judge Davitt, Detective 
Sergeant McSweeney said that McFarland 
had been convicted several times on larceny 
and other charges. When released the last 
time he had tried to go straight until he got 
into certain company, but for which he did 
not think he would have taken the car. 

Judge Davitt imposed a sentence of six 
months, with hard labour, but suspended it 
oi condition that McFarland found bail in 
£25. The judge complimented the Civic 
Guards on their quick recovery of the car 
and on the efficient manner in which they 
dealt with the case. The jury also gave ex- 
pression to their appreciation of the manner 
in which the Guards had handled the case.

DRIVER SENT TO JAIL 


Thomas Kelly, aged 30 years, motor-driver, 
Callan, Co. Kilkenny, who pleaded guilty to 
the manslaughter of Kathleen Dunne, aged 
20 years, of Ring terrace, Inchicore, on 18th 
November, 1935, at Chapelizod, was sentenced 
to nine months’ imprisonment, with hard 
labour.

Owing ‘to an error of judgment, 
he struck the girl, who had just stepped off 
a tram. He was not aware that he had 
knocked her down, because when he asked 
somebody at the wayside if he had hit any- 
body he was told that he had not, and, 
consequently, drove on.

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FREE STATE 
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YEAR OF GENERAL 
IMPROVEMENT 
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CARLOW LEADS WITH 
15,000 ACRES 
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From Our REPORTER, 
MALLOW Wednesday 


thirty thousand sugaf beet growers in 

the districts around Carlow, Mallow, 
Thurles and Tuam, met in Mallow to-day for 
the annual meeting of the Irish Sugar Beet 
Growers’ Association. Mr. John N. Greene, 
of Carlow, chairman of the Association, pre- 
sided. A year of general improvement was 
recorded. 

Recounting the year’s activities, the Secre- 
tary (Mr. A. M. Fahy) stated that there was 
an increase of 6,240 on the total number of 

rowers and an increase of 8,543 in the num- 
is of share-holding members. The nominal 
share capital of the Association now stood at 
£3,450 14s., which represented an increase, oí 
£550 5s. on last year’s figures. There was 
also an increase of about £1,000 in beet- 
growers' contributions, this being due to the 
extra Mas Fe in the new factory areas 
last year. he profits derived from the 
marketing of pulp, and other interests, made 
a total of £8,788, which also was an improve- 
ment of over £1,000 on the previous year’s 
working. 

According to the statistics supplied in the 
report, the greatest acreage devoted to beet- 
growing was in the Carlow district, where 
almost 15,000 acres were being cultivated. 
Thurles ranked second with 13,728 acres, 
while both at Tuam and Mallow there were 
close on 13,000 acres under beet. _ 

A staff of nine supervisors was employed 
at each factory to supervise the growers’ in- 
terests in regard to weighing, sampling and 
consignment. 

The total sum paid to growers for beet de- 
livered was £1,055,951, an increase of £234,752, 
but since last year there had been an increase 
of ós. 7d. per ton in the price of beet. The 
price per ton during 1935-36 was £1 17s. 6d. 

The Association provides beet-growers with 
the opportunity of entering into an agree- 
ment whereunder liability for the cost of 
freight was assumed by the Association, such 
cost, in due course, being deducted from the 
sums payable to growers for deliveries of 

eet. 

Close on ten thousand growers transferred 
pulp to the Association for sale last year, 
which was an increase of two thousand. The 
home market for pulp was being developed 
rapidly—4,709 tons 11 cwt., about double last 
year's supply, being sold in the home market. 
The quantity of beet pulp sold for export

showed an increase of 2s, 6d. per ton. The 
sreat Southern Railways Company, with the 
result that the cost for the road transport of 
pulp now was reduced by half—to the rate 
for ordinary beet transport.

THE RESOLUTIONS 


That the Government should bring in a 
bill for the compulsory destruction of rabbits 
was urged by Mr. Bennett, of Carlow, when 
Mr. C. B. Neale raised the matter of the 
rabbit pest and said that they were creating 
havoc in the Mallow area. 

The Chairman said that growers should be 
compelled to destroy the rabbits, and it was 
decided to ask the Department to consider 
the best means of combating the pest. 

When Mr. O’Dwyer, of Limerick moved a 
resolution that the .beet-growers in County 
Limerick be exempt from the Sugar Com- 
pany’s scheme of allocation of acreage on a 
corn basis, the Chairman pointed out that it | 
was a misapprehension to think that because 
a farmer grew as much corn as he liked he 
could grow as much beet as he liked.

It was a purely penal 
arrangement to cope with those who wanted 
to “corner” wheat. The dealers would be 
aliowed a reasonable margin of profit.

Mr. C. Meaney, Mallow Board, also urged 
cheaper transport for grain. 

A resolution was adopted urging that the 
maximum amount of home-grown grain be 
used in the admixture scheme, so as to ensure 
that the entire production of the 1956 crop 
be purchased. 

Jt was decided on a resolution from the 
Carlow Board that the Council should give 
cousideration as to what means should be 
adopted to place the organisation of the 
Association on a more satisfactory basis. 

Mr, T. Welsh, Carlow Board, pointed out 
that they had no policy for the. grain 
growers, and he suggested that they should 
set up a committee to devise some scheme 
whereby the Association could be organised 
in that respect. 

Mr. J. Haverty thought that they had 
quite enough committees to deal with the 
organisation. 

“ We might arrange excursions to the Con- 
tinent to see what is being done there,” said 
the Chairman, Mr. Greene, when the meeting 
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considered a number of resolutions proposing

One thing is clear—that the 
revolt is no simple matter of “ scrapping ” 
in the streets, but partakes of the 
dimensions of a full-sized civil war. If 
the reports are true, the fighting in 
Barcelona alone has caused the death of 
500 people and the wounding of 3,000 
others, while witnesses at Gibraltar testify 
to operations between warships, with their 
heavy guns, and military aeroplanes, with 
racks of bombs. Readers who wish to 
form an opinion of the condition of affairs 
can be recommended, at best, to read the 
reports that emanate from both sides and 
to strike a balance between them. Spain 
is a backward country in many respects, 
but it has up-to-the-minute ideas concern- 
ing the necessity of a strict censorship in 
times of disturbance; and the export of 
news is controlled with really surprising 
efficiency. The Government continues to 
insist, with admirable pertinacity, that it 
is gaining the upper hand. Its troops are 
alleged to be thrusting both northwards 
and southwards from Madrid, breaking 
the rebe] resistance on both fronts, 
driving them closer and closer to the 
coasts, where eventually they will be 
annihilated, With similar consistency, 
the broadcasting station at Seville, which 
was captured by the rebels some days ago 
and is still in their hands, brays forth 
regular bulletins concerning the demoral- 
isation and defeat of Seftor Giral’s land 
forces and the sinking of his warships. In 
the circumstances, a cl@ar view of the

situation is impossible. 


There is one question to which every 
student of Spanish affairs would like an 
answer. Who are the combatants? It 
seems certain that the instigators of the 
revolt were officers of the Regular Army, 
and that the original opposition was pro- 
vided by those sections of the fighting 
forces which chose to remain loyal and 
by the police. Some ominous excerpts 
from the news would imply that the 
struggle has been extended over a 
dangerously wider field.

| Before there was any sign of an organised 


revolt Fascists and Communists were 
coming to blows daily in one part or 
another of the peninsula; and for months 
past Spain has been disturbed by rumours 
of an impending “Fascist coup.”’ 
Presumably, the great majority of the 
revolutionary officers belong to the rapidly 
growing Fascist organisation, and “the 
entire revolt, in fact, is a Fascist out- 
break. If so, the country’s danger is 
appalling; for the hatred that exists 
between Communist and Fascist in Spain 
is inextinguishable, and a fire will be 
kindled which may consume the country 
for years. If the fighting could be local- 
ised to the professional troops of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force, there might 
be some. prospect of its early termination ; 
but, when every town is a scene of battle 
between the Communist militia and the 
rival Fascists, the result must be a con- 
dition of affairs which will be ended only 
as it was ended in Italy—or in Russia. 
The boldest prophet could not venture to 
say which party will prevail. Yet it is 
sadly clear that Spain’s short experiment 
in democracy has been brought to its close 
by this revolt, and that henceforward she 
will be ranked either with the Communist 
or with the Fascist States. She wil] have 
escaped, in either event, from one tyranny 
to another 


If the Government contrives to suppress 
this revolt, it inevitably must swing a 
great deal farther to the Left. Thus far 
even the most radical of Spanish 
Republican Governments have been miti- 
gated, to some extent, by the need to 
conciliate the huge leaven of conservatism : 
that exists among the people. Hence- 
forward there will be no concession: the 
triumphant Socialists will not permit it. 
Moderate views will be at a discount. Even 
so strong a champion of conservatism as 
Sefior Gil Robles, the Clerica] leader, was 
forced to admit some time ago that he 
could not retain his followers, who were 
deserting him for the more alluring cause

It may be true that, as be 
tween Communism and “Fascism, Fascism 
would be better suited to the genius of 
the Spanish people. Yet Sefior Azaiia, 
the President, and Sefior Giral, 
Premier, hardly can be expected to 
appreciate that point of view; their busi- 
ness, if they defeat the erat: is to make 
Spain secure for Communism, and we do 
not like to contemplate the nation’s 
history for the next year or two. Some 
day, doubtless, Spain will find peace, but 
it seems that the moment has not yet 
come, and that the treasure will be gained 
only by the loss of those democratic 
liberties which were meant to be the chief 
result of the Revolution. It is no great 
exchange to have cast out a king, and to 
have found a dictator.

The World’s Shipping 


Shipping suffered more acutely from the 
general depression than almost any other 
industry, and its plight was reflected by 
the fact that from 1931 to 1935 the mercan. 
tile marine of the world declined by nearly 
six million tons. Now that conditions 
little better, this annual fall has 
been stopped, and Lloyd’s Register Book 
shows that for the first time in five years 
there has been a rise in the total tonnage.

Truth in the News 


The newspaper man’s lot at the best of 
times is not particularly easy; but in 
Nazi Germany it seems to be exceptionally 
hard. When Herr Hitler came into power 
there was a hurried exodus of non-Nazi 
editors, including such well-known men as 
Theodor Wolff and Georg Bernhard; and 
of those who had the hardihood to remain 
at their posts quite a considerable number 
found themselves quickly in concentration 
camps. Foreign correspondents in Berlin 
and elsewhere have been treated in hardly 
less cavalier fashion than the natives. 
Our readers will remember the treatment 
that was given to the young Dublin man, 
Mr. Noel Panter, who fell foul of the 
Munich authorities, and since that time 
representatives of outside newspapers 
continually have been getting themselves 
into hot water. The International Press 
Association in Berlin already has lost 
fifteen of its members, who have been 
expelled, or requested to leave Germany, 
because they have refused to be gleich 
geschaltet. A few days ago it met to say 
good-bye to a M. Kolarz, the Berlin Cor- 
respondent of the Prager Presse, the 
principal newspaper published in the 
German language in Prague. He is the 
second representative of his paper-to be 
expelled from Germany, and there now is 
only one Czechoslovak journalist in 
Berlin. The freedom of the Press is a 
dead-letter. in modern Germany—and, 
indeed, in several other European countries 
as well. Dictatorships can stand almost 
anything but criticism, and Dr. Goebbels 
wants nobody in Berlin who wil] not 
swallow his propaganda whole. There 's 
so much that is good in Germany that it is

touch with all shades of opinion in the 
country to which he is accredited, and to 
provide his newspaper with objective 
reports. No Government that has confi- 
dence in itself ‘will interfere with the 
exercise of these functions, and the fact 
that the Nazis are so sensitive to foreign 
criticism indicates that they are far from 
sure of themselves.

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Nicking Cygnets 


Some time ago the London Tax Commis- 
sioners Held a banquet in the Tower, and 
upon the menu appeared the promise of a 
swan. The dish, however, was more than 
a mere roast swan, or a stewed swan—it 
Was a swan “ with five nicks.’ The Com- 
missioners knew all about the five nicks, 
because every item on that magnificent 
menu surely must have been discussed 
with bated breath, and watering mouth, 
weeks in advance; but all the thousands 
of London’s inhabitants who, fortunately, 
are not tax commissioners easily could 
have listed the five nicks as’ baked 
potatoes, five sausages or tomatoes. The 
nicks, in fact, are to be found upon the 
bird’s bill, and they show that the swan 
is a Royal possession. Every July for 
centuries past the Swan Masters to the 
King and the Vintners’ and the Dyers’ 
Livery Companies have made their 
‘Swan Voyage ” from Southwark Bridge 
to Henley, and on their voyage they 
gather the young birds, cut their flight 
feathers and make the necessary incisions 
in their beaks, In passing, the thorough- 
ness of the Tax Commissioners is worthy 
of comment ; for in these days the King’s 
swans bear no nicks at all. So that 
nothing of the medieval atmosphere might 
be lacking for the banquet, however, it 
seems that the Commissioners’ chef made 
the necessary number of nicks himself. 
Nowadays the Royal swans are nick-less ; 
those of the Vintners’ Company “have a 
nick on both sides of the beak, and the 
Dyers’ birds have one nick on the right- 
hand side alone. On the voyage there were 
six skiffs—two for each group of ‘ swan. 
uppers.” The skiffs carried their tradi- 
tional banners, and the crews wore clothes 
the design and colour of which have 
remained unaltered through hundreds of 
years. We wonder if the annual “ Swan 
Voyage ' still will be made in the next 
century, when the Thames, perhaps, will 
be roofed over to provide new building 
sites for London's population; but, so 
great is the Englishman’s reverence for 
the ancient customs of his country, it well 
may happen that the ‘“ swan- uppers’ ”’ 
skiffs will do battle with the motor boat 
tube railway to come.

Belgium's Foreign Minister 


One of the most: interesting people at 
to-morrow’s conference will be M. Paul 
Henrí Spaak, the Belgian Foreign 
Minister, who will be making his first 
appearance in London, Two years ago he 
was a very active young Soc ialist, leading 
crowds through the streets of Brussels, 
but twelve months later he became a sedate 
Minister of Transport in the National 
Government of M. van Zeeland. M. Spaak 
speaks no English, and he is the only 
Foreign Minister who has attended the 
meeting of the League in Geneva without 
making a speech. 


The Spanish Mutiny 


The mutiny in Spain is being watched 
with some anxiety, in view of the threat 
of the Spanish Government to bombard 
places very near British possessions. It 
is declared by Spaniards here that the 
revolution is not promoted by the Fascists, 
but is an army revolution of the kind that 
has happened in Spain several times 
before. As a military attempt at a coup 
d’état it may possibly succeed, but it is 
feared that, in any case, Spain is in 
danger of a period of civil war. Arms have 
been served out freely to the workers by 
the Government—so freely, indeed, that 
there is little likelihood of their return. 
This means that many thousands of Com- 
munists and Socialists have been provided 
with the most dangerous street-fighting 
weapon in the world, known as the Mauser 
Astra machine pistol, 


San Sebastian 


San Sebastian, reported to have been 
captured by the rebels, is, of all towns in 
Spain, the most familiar to the outer 
world. In appearance it is a modern 
city, with straight broad avenues, a hand- 
some casino, a racecourse, and broad 
promenades. It became a favourite city 
of Isabella Segunda, who visited it in 
1845 and virtually rebuilt it. Since that 
date it has become a fashionable summer 
resort of Spanish society. The ex-King 
and Queen of Spain spent three months 
every year in the hot weather at the 
Palace of Miramar, overlooking the 
beautiful bay of La Concha. In spite of 
its modern appearance, San Sebastian has 
often been the scene of sieges and con- 
flagrations in past centuries. French and 
Spanish armies were obliged to pass 
through it during their medieval wars, 
since the Pyrenees obstruct advance across 
the frontier except at the extreme east and 
west corners. The last big disturbance 
occurred in 1813, when the allied troops 
ransacked the town after its recapture 
from Napoleon. 


Overworked Politicians 


The need for rest felt by Mr. Baldwin, 
Mr. Eden, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, and 
Lord Hailsham draws attention to the fact 
that Cabinet Ministers have been working 
under a very heavy strain ever since last 
autumn, as more meetings of the Cabinet 
and its committees have been held than 
in any period since the War. Of late, 
Cabinet Ministers have been getting to 
their offices at ten o'clock and leaving late 
in the evening, few going home until the 
House of Commons has risen for the night. 
This pace is one that cannot be maintained 
for an indefinite period, and once again 
there are rumours of the early retirement 
of several of the leading political figures 
and the possibility of an end to the 
National Government. It would surprise 
few politicians to see Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain in power before the opening of a new 
session of Parliament.

In time Great Britain may follow the 
example of several other countries in 
appointing a Minister of Sport, but in the 
meantime the nearest approach to this 
official is the Assistant Secretary to the 
Treasury, whose duties are to dea] with 
the recreation side of the Civil Service, 
particularly the development of sport. The 
Treasury official, Sir Noel Curtis-Bennett, 
is also hon. treasurer of the Nationa! 
Playing Fields Association, and he has 
been appointed to represent the British 
Government at the World Congress on 
Leisure Time and Recreation, which opens 
in Germany to-morrow. The Committee 
of Public Accounts, in reporting on the 
Treasury's organisation, raised no objec- 
tion to the appointment of an official to 
supervise sport, but expressed the view 
that Parliament should be acquainted 
with the position. i 


A Sister Ship 


In shipping circles there is an idea that 
the sister-ship to the Queen Mary will be 
started in September, and that she wil 
be an actual sister-ship, alike in almost 
every way. If there is any difference in 
the internal construction it will be in the 
passenger accommodation, as it is claimed 
that the Queen Mary has too many public 
rooms for her passengers. Several of the 
great halls and lounges are practically 
empty during the crossing, while the cabin 
restaurant is turned into a conversation 
hall and smoke-room every night. «It is 
not improbable that there may be more 
cabins and fewer lounges in the new vessel. 


Fruit Crops Suffer 


The extraordinary weather of this 
summer has been very bad for fruit- 
canners and bottlers, and there is a dis- 
tinct possibility that people will have to 
go short of these goods through the winter 
unless there is an immediate and lasting 
improvement in weather conditions. The 
canning industry is suffering heavily, as 
canners are finding their works idle for 
hours at a time through lack of supplies, 
while they are unable to carry out big 
orders for goods. Soft fruits have been 
completely ruined in many cases. Straw- 
berries, for instance, could not be picked 
fast enough, as the rain intervened, and 
the ripe fruit rotted before it was dry 
enough to be gathered. Plums are the 
only fruit crop not badly affected.

MADRID REPORTS ADVANCES

MADRID, Wednesday. 


The Government announced on the wire- 
less this afternoon that loyal troops had 
taken Toledo, about 50 miles south of here. 
Alcazara, a further 60 miles to the south- 
east, is claimed to have been stormed by 
civil guards and shock troops, with the 
support of aircraft. 

A further success was claimed in the 
operations north of Madrid, where, it was 
stated, the city of Guadalajara had been 
surrounded and captured. Many prisoners 
are reported to have been taken, and the 
rebels are declared to have been put to 
flight, leaving arms and munitions behind 
them. 

The loyal forces appear for the present 
to be encountering isolated centres of 
rebellion.

Shrapnel fell on Gibraltar this after. 
noon as Spanish rebel aircraft and loyal! 
warships fought a battle in the vicinity. 
A dozen warships manned by Socialist 
crews, who mutinied in favour of the 
Government, have been threatening all 
day to bombard the rebel forces in nearby 
towns and cities.on the southern Spanish 
coast. The rebels replied that, if the war- 
ships opened fire, they would send enough 
aeroplanes to “sink them in ten 
minutes.” . 

Three of the ships—a battleship and 
two cruisers—appeared ofí Gibraltar this 
morning and applied for fuel and stores. 
When their request was refused the vessels 
steamed off, and were understood to be 
making for a point on the Spanish coast 
a few miles away. 

During the afternoon the rebel aircraft 
appeared, and the warships opened fire on 
them. The ‘planes flew over the Rock to 
shelter from the fire. Shells were clearly 
seen exploding in the air over the naval 
cinema and the Royal Air Force head- 
quarters. 

Reuter’s Correspondent visiting the 
Rock Hotel saw two big holes, where 
lumps of shell had crashed through the 
chimneys.

THREAT TO TANGIER 


The consular body in Tangier has made 
representations to the rebel headquarters 
at Tetuan regarding the rebels’ threat to 
attack the city. General Franco, the 
rebel leader in Morocco, is understood to 
claim the rank of High Commissioner, in 
which capacity he is giving instructions 
in Spanish Morocco. 

At Tangier, British bluejackets and 
marines are on guard, following 2 rebel 
threat to march against the international 
zone.

IR OSMOND THOMAS GRATTAN 

ESMONDE, T.D. for Wexford, dicd 

suddenly at his flat, 30 Upper Pembroke 
street, Dublin, yesterday morning. 

His secretary, Mr. Hugh O'Rourke, 
went into Sir Osmond’s room about 9.30 
a.m. and thought that he was asleep. 
About a quarter of an ‘hour ‘later the 
secretary returned and on drawing the 
blinds discovered that Sir Osmond was 
dead. 

The deceased baronet had been under 
treatment for heart trouble for about a 
fortnight, but on Tuesday got up and 
called at Leinster House, where he re- 
mained for half an hour. When seen 
before retiring he was, apparently, in 
good health, and quite cheerful. 

Sir.Osmond, who was a member of the 
United Ireland party, represented Wex- 
ford, and was the only titled Deputy in 
the Dail at the time of his death. He 
succeeded to the baronetcy on the death 
of his father, Sir Thomas Grattan 
Esmonde, who died on September 12th, 
1035. at his home, Grattan House, St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin. 


OF NORMAN STOCK 


Sir Osmond was the twelfth baronet, 
the title having been created in 1628, and 
was the only surviving son of his father 
on his succession to the title, his younger 
brother, John Henry, having been killed 
in the hattle of Jutland, while serving 
as a midshipman. He was a descendant 
of Henry Grattan, the famous Irish 
leader and statesman, and his family had 
been connected with Co. Wexford since the 
coming of the Normans. 

Born on the 4th April, 1896, Sir Osmond 
was educated at Baliol College, Oxford, 
where he graduated. He always was 
interested in the Trish nationelist move- 
ments from an early age, and during the 
period of the struggle between the “ Black 
and Tans ” and the Irish Volunteers he 
proposed a resolution at a meeting of the 
Oxford Union, in support of the Irish 
cause, which was adopted. 


“THE TROUBLES” 


Later he ‘took part in the Irish 
‘‘ troubles,” and while ‘‘ on the run ” he 
assisted the Irish representative in London. 
He later was sent to the United States 
to assist Mr. de Valera to raise funds 
in aid of the Irish struggle and to secure 
recognition of an Irish Republic. 

In 1920 he was sent as an envoy of the 
First Dail to Irish Republicans overseas. 
On arrival in Australia he was expelled 
by the Government. It 
the time that the cause of his expulsion 
was that while on board-ship he sang a 
ballad ridiculing Lord French, then Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland. 

Denied admission to Australia, Mr 
Esmonde went to New Zealand, but was 
not allowed into that country either. 
When he went to Vancouver, British 
Columbia, he was charged with sedition 
and imprisoned. It was stated that an 
attempt was made on his life while in 
Vancouver. 


MANY MISSIONS ABROAD 


When the “ Truce ” was signed in 1921 
he was sent to Paris as assistant to Mr. 
Sean T. O’Kelly, who was Republican en- 
voy there. His knowledge of languages 
specially fitted him for missions abroad, 
and, after the signing of the Treaty 
Michael Collins sent him to Spain as tue 
representative of the Irish Free State. 

In 1923 he was made Assistant Secretary 
to the Department of External Affairs, 
and was one of the first Irish “delegates 
to the League of Nations. 

In the same year he was elected to the 
Dail as Cumann na nGaedheal representa- 
tive for Wexford. In 1924 he joitied the 
National Group under Mr. Joseph 
McGrath, but Jater rejoined Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Party. He acted on various 
Committees of the House, and served for 
some time as a member of the Committee 
on Public Accounts. 


AVIATION ENTHUSIAST 
Outside his political activities his chief 


“interests were association football, avia- 


ton and archery. He acted as President 
of the Irish Free State Football Associa- 
tion for several years, and was instru- 
mental in sending Free State. football 
teams to foreign countries. 

He was a vice-president of the Irish 


Aero Club, and had an aeroplane of his 


own: On every occasion that presented 
itself he urged the need of the develo 
ment of “ air-mindedness’’ amongst the 
le of this country.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day : Tne small Conference which opens 
in London to-day is definitely of a pre- 
liminary character, and carries a very 
limited agenda, but it has, nevertheless, 
an importance of its own. It marks, for 
one thing, a welcome firmness of purpose 
on the part of the British Government. 
Germany has often complained—and 
sometimes with justification—that ar- 
rangements were cunstantly being made 
behind her back by other countries, which 
then expected her to subscribe to the re- 
sult without further ado, and there were 
signs in the German Press that the pro- 
posed meeting ot three of the Locarno 
Powers was likcly to be viewed in this 
way by Berlin, and that wothing arranged 
at it would, therefore, carry weight with 
the German Government. 

British diplomacy has prudently con- 
trived the meeting under such conditions 
that these different views could be re- 
conciled. The French Government are 
‘understood to have agreed in advance that 
the meeting is to be of a purely formal 
nature, and that no definite decisions are 
to be taken except on matters of procedure, 
and the German Government, it may be 
hoped, will agree that no three countries 
ean possibly allow a ban to be placed upon 
their meeting when and where they choose, 
and are probably convinced by this time 
that the present conference has, in fact, 
been arranged in the general] interest, and 
solely for the purpose of preparing the way 
for a wider settlement. The difficulty has 
never been to formulate a peace plan— 
we have all taken a turn at that—but to 
carry it out, and the three Governments 
that meet to-day are making a genuine 
concerted effort to come to grips with the 
proposals made by the German Chancellor 
in March. A new treaty to take the place 
of the original Locarno was one of his own 
proposals, and the present meeting is 
certain to agree that a conference for that 
purpose should be held as soon as is con- 
venient for all the Powers concerned ; and 
even that should be the starting point for 
the general consideration of all Herr 
Hitler’s points.

The trial took place before the Lord 
Chief Justice, and every person entering 
the Crumlin Road Courthouse was closely 
scrutinised by the police. 

The prisoners refused to answer their 

names or to recognise the Court. 
, The prosecution ordered twelve jurymen 
and women to “stand by,” but there 
were no “‘challenges’’ on behalf of the 
accused men, none of whom was legally 
represented. 

There were two counts in the indirt- 
ment, which charged that the accused, by 
‘‘divert, overt acts and deeds,’’ and 
“with divers other evilly-disposed per- 
sons,” intended to deprive the King from 
the style, honour and Royal name, and 
to levy war against the King in Northern 
Ireland, and by force and constraint to 
compel him to change his measures and 
counsels. 

The Attorney-General (the Right Hon. 
A. B. Babington, K.C., M.P.), with whom 
were Mr. J. McGonigal, K.C., Mr. Gerald 
Dougherty and Dr. Brian Mills (Crown 
Solicitor), led the prosecution. 

When the Clerk intimated that he was 
about to swear a jury, and that the 

risoners were entitled to challenge 20 
jurors, the Lord Chief Justice said: “I 
am allowing you to challenge the jurors. 
If you do challenge them, I warn you | 
will treat you as recognising the Court. 
[t is entirely for yoursclves.”’ 


OPENING STATEMENT 


The Attorney-General said that the 
thirteen men were charged under an Act 
of Parliament passed in 1848 for the 
better security of the Crown and the 
Government of the United Kingdom. 
The prisoners were drawn from a wide 
area and were found on the 25th April 
last collected together in an _  unstairs 
room in Crown Entry to conspire to 
commit offences declared by the Treason 
Felony Act as felonious. In pursuance 
of these two charges in the charge, five 
acts, or series of acts, were charged against 
them as overt acts done in furtherance of 
the conspiracy. 

The evidence would convince the jury 
that just as the accused were drawn from a 
wide area so the conspiracy of which they 
were members was a widely spread con- 
spiracy, arid radiated fram its head- 
quarters in Dublin to all parts of 
Northern Ireland. These thirteen men 
were not mere dupes They were the ring- 
leaders of the conspiracy: they belonged 
to the inner associates, and organised the 
machinery of the conspiracy and or- 
ganised its propaganda, and they were 
directly responsible for the preparation 
and execution of its c:iminal intentions. 
Some of them were its highest so-called 
officers 


THE POLICE RAID 


Describing the raid on Crown Entry by 
the police, the Attorney-General said that 
the room on the top floor of number 10 
was, apparently, used by a club with an 
Irish name as a dance club. On the land- 
ing outside the door of number 10 the 
police found one of the accused men, James 
Rice, apparently acting as sentry. He 
was pushed inside by the police, who found 
there the other twelve accused men. 

On a table were a number of copies of 
An Siol, or The Seed. and other copies 
were found on some of the prisoners. This 
was a paper in typescript, which was 
banned by the Northern Government. 
It was published bv the Republican 
Publicity Bureau, Belfast, and was also 
called “The Voice of the Resurgent 
North.” It circulated only through under 
ground channels and with the utmost 
secrecy, and was the organ of the Re- 
publican conspiracy in Belfast. The 
publication of the paper was in itself an 
overt act in the conspiracy and was so 
charged. 


CAMPBELL COLLEGE 
AFFAIR 


It was an instrument of armed rebellion 
and force, said the Attorney-General, and 
he read the leading article, which was 
headed: ‘Are You Irish or British?” It 
was not inference, but a plain statement, 
that this paper advocated the use of 
armed force to overthrow the Crown’s 
Constitution. It was a fact that arms 
had been used by members of the organisa- 
tion in open defiance of the law in 
Northern Ireland recently in a raid on 
Campbell College with the object of 
acquiring further arms for the purpose 
of furthering their aims and helping to 
subvert the Crown and Constitution. The 
Irish Republican Army was proscribed in 
Northern Ireland by regulation made 
under the Civil Authorities Act, and 
membership of it was in itself an overt 
act, and was one of the five offences. with 
which the accused were charged.

A COURT-MARTIAL 


Subsequently, a man named Rooney, 
who was, apparently, a-second lieutenant 
in the [.R.A., was put upon his trial for 
complicity in the Campbell College. raid, 
but was acqyitted by a jury of the City of 
Belfast, and only one man, named McCart- 
ney, had been brought to justice for 
the attack and the attempted murder. 
Until the thirteen men were arrested in 
No. 10 Crown Entry it was left undeceided 
who had planned and carried out that 
armed attack and attempted murder, It 
was then discovered from certain docu- 
ments in the possession of the accused 
that they were actually assembled there 
for the purpose of holding a courtmartial 
on Anthony Lavery, one of the accused 


men, who was described as Commandant . 


of the Belfast Battalion of the I.R.A. 

The courtmartial was called for the 
purpose of inquiring why Lavery allowed 
‘* Lieutenant Rooney ” to be defended by 
a solicitor in His Majesty's Court when he 
was put upon his trial in connection with 
the raid, which was contrary to the rules 
and regulations of the Irish Republican 
Army. 

The question for the jury, proceeded the 
Attorney-General, was a simple oné—were 
all the accused members of the conspiracy ? 
He submitted their presence at the court- 
martial was conclusive. 


THE DOCUMENTS 


The Attorney-Genera] commented upon 
the secrecy of the Crown Entry gathering, 
which must, he said, have been summoned 
with the greatest care, and no person would 
be present unless members of the organisa- 
tion. On Rice, who was standing outside

ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S 
LETTER 


That report was sent to Dublin, said the 
Attorney-General, and was | commented 
upon in a reply from the Adjutant-General, 
who declared: “ In connection with the 
defence of Second Lieutenant Rooney, I 
would refer you to General Orders, para- 
graph 4, which states that, subject to 
compliance with orders in paragraph 3 
above, a Volunteer may employ legal 


assistance and produce witnesses to defend 


him in Court (a) when charged with acts 
for which he is liable to suffer the death 
penalty; (b) when permitted by General 
Headquarters to do so. No sanction was 
asked for, or received, from General 
Headquarters in connection with this case. 
It is entirely outside the jurisdiction of 
your unit to permit any Volunteer to 
recognise a Court in connection with his 
activities as a Volunteer, or without, the 
sanction mentioned above.

If the law is to stand 
aside and allow treason and _ rebellion 
against the Crown to proceed upon its 
way, it would soon make an end of both 
the Crown and Constitation.”’

SHOOTING AT THE COLLEGE 


District Inspector Hamilton described the 
police raid on Crown Entry and the finding 
of the thirteen accused men with the docu- 
ments. 

Lord Chief Justice—I will allow the 
prisoners to cross-examine this witness, but 
if you do ao you are recognising the Court. 

McCool stood up in the dock apparently 
with the intention of asking District Inspec- 
tor Hamilton a question. . 

Lord Chief Justice—Are you recognising 
the Court? 

McCool—No, my lord. 

Lord Chief Justice—Then sit down again. 

Constable W. E. Corscadden, who searched 
Grace in the room, identified a number of 
documents which he said he found in his pos- 
session. The first was a communication from 
the Adjutant-General of the I.R.A. in Dublin 
to the Adjutant at Belfast. Attached to this 
was a report of the Campbell College raid 
and the movements of the *‘ two sguads ' on 
that occasion. ) 

Evidence regarding the raid was also given 
by Sergeant Joyce, Head Constable Murphy, 
Constable Poots and Constable Cunningham 
and other members of the Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary, while a description of the raid on 
Campbeil College was given by Sergeant Ian 
Hay. He saw three men entering a gate 
lodge, and he followed them. 


SHOTS EXCHANGED 


“When I got into the living room,” he 
roceeded, “‘the three men were standing 
ehind three adults and two infants, and 
were facing me. They all had Webley Service 
pattern revolvers in their hands, and had 
them pointed at me.” 

Did you fire at them—asked counsel. I 
did, and the first: shot fired was followed 
by one sof the men dropping his revolver at 
my feet and taking up a reclining position 
on the foor. The other two continued to 
fire until their revolvers were apparently 
— The men then ran behind a curtain, 
and the witness followed them into a dark 
corridor, but lost track of them, and returned 
to the kitchen. 

Mr. -MeGonigal—Were you 
wounded !— Yes, several times. 

Did you subsequently identify one of the 
men who had been in the house and fired ' 
at you'—Yes. I identified the prisoner, 
Bernard Rooney. 

The witness added that he gave evidence 
at the trial when Rooney was defended by 
counsel’ and solicitor, and was acquitted. 

The Lord Chief Justite—l think yon 
behaved with great gallantry, if I may 
Bay 80. 

Sergeant John Connolly described the arrest 
of McCartney, who was tried with Rooney, 
and convicted, 


ADDRESS TO THE JURY 


Addressing the jury, the Lord Chief 
Justice said that he thought it very probable 
the members of the jury did not share the 
political views of the people in the dock, who 
were charged with treason. 

SI do say that, to keep up 
reputation for fairness of our courts,” 
proceeded his lordship, you entle- 
men ought to be most careful fore 
you come to the conclusion that these men, 
who differ from you politically, are grilty, 
and if there is a doubt in the case nader 
our law the prisoners are entitled to the 
fullest benefit of it. Do not, therefore, come 
to an adverse conclusion, unless you are 
satisfied beyond any reasonable doubt about 
their guilt.” 

The jury found all the prisoners guilty of 
treason felony. 

Addressing the prisoners, the Lord Chief 

Justice said that they had been found guilty 
of a very serious crime. No sane State could 
permit treason within its borders. 
_ If they had been found guilty of this crime 
in Paris or Berlin, he added, they would 
probably be taken to some fortress and shot 
at dawn, and that was all that would be 
heard of them. 


LONDON DETECTIVE’S 
EVIDENCE 


Mr. Albert Foster, Chief Detective Inspector, 
New Scotland Yard, gave evidence thag in 
September, 1926, Grace was convicted under 
the name of James Killeen on a charge of 
being in possession of 16 revolvers and 106 
rounds of ammunition and refusing to dis- 
close his name when arrested. On the frst 
offence he received three months with hard 
Jabour. On the second he was fined £10 or 
one month. 

The Lord Chief Justice—Sixteen revolvers in 
London is not the same offence as it is here. 

Sergeant Brennan said that Gallagher had 
been sentenced to three years’ penal servi- 
tude in 1922 for bcing in possession of fire- 
arms, 

He is cne of the most dangerous members 
of the I.R.A. in the North of Ireland, added 
the Sergeant. He enforce« his opinions with 
the gun, and will not hes.cate to shoot. 

The witness also added that Gallagher had 
been convicted of assault on a woman and 
her daughter who had lighted a bonfire in 
honour of the late King’s Jubilee. 


GALLAGHER’S STATEMENT 


Asked if he had anything to say, the 
prisoner replied that he had not changed his 
org opinions. He thought now what he 

ad thought for the last twenty years, and 
no matter what sentence was passed on him 
he would still hold the same views, 

The Lord Chief Justice~I don’t ask you 
to change your political opinions, but you 
must keep the law. I am going to sentence 
you to six years’ penal servitude, double the 
sentence Í im on you fourteen years ago 
at Omagh.

That this has been the poorest year on 
record for salmon fishing in Donegal was 
stated at a meeting of the Moville Fishery 
Board yesterday, when a letter was received 
from the Shannon Fisheries, Ltd. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. P. Mclvor). referred 
to intensive fishing on the River Foyle at 
Lifford by the Foyle and Bann Fishery Co., 
and asked if the decline in the run of salmon 
could not be attributed to the salmon not 
being allowed to get into the rivers. 

Inspector Morris said that a passage was 
supposed to be left for salmon, but he did 
not think that was being done. A passage 
was sometimes left where there was no water. 

The Clerk (Mr. Bonner) said that the Foyle 
and Bann Company's nets were set across the 
River Foyle to the Free State bank, and if 
they were to take any action in regard to 
intensive fishing it brought them up against 
another problem of ae, The Foyle and 
Bann Company landed the fish on the Free 
State side. 

Mr. O’Hagan asked if they had not to pay 


duty. 

The Chairman said that the fish were landed 
on the Free State side and taken back into 
Northern Ireland without any duty being paid 
on them. 

Mr. McDevitt—That is a loss to British 
revenue and not us. 

The Clerk was instructed to reply to the 
Shannon Fisheries, Ltd., stating that there 
was a decline in Donegal, but that it was 
thought it could be attributed to intensive 
fishing.

SENSE OF HUMOUR 


Sir Osmond took part in many of the 

more important debates in the Dail, and 
his speeches were always enjoyed, being 
notable for wit and frankness. 
_ When the annual vote for the Office of 
Public Works came before the Dail he 
always urged the removal of the statue 
of Queen Victoria, which stands in the 
entrance grounds of Leinster House, on 
the grounds of its ugliness. In the 
summer of 1933 he showed his antipathy 
to the statue by placing at its base one 
morning a ‘‘ wreath” of broccoli and 
cabbages. The inscription on the wreath 
was “‘Ave Atque Vale.” 

On another occasion he announced that 
he intended to apply to the I.R.A. for a 
permit for a revolver, his gun having been 
confiscated by the Government. 

Another illustration of his occasional 
penchant for practical joking occurred 
when he let loose in the lobbies of Leinster 
House a number of white mice. 


CRIPPLED IN CAR CRASH 


About two years ago Sir Osmond was 
involved in an accident while motoring at 
Rathnew, and sustained serious injuries to 
his legs. He took an action against the 
other party to recover damages, but was 
not successful. On his reappearance in the 
Dail after a slow recovery he hobbled to 
his seat on crutches, and until his death 
had been unable to dispense with the aid 
of a stout walking stick. 

Three weeks ago Sir Osmond was the 
defendant in a suit before the High Courts 
brought by his father’s second wife, who 
sought to establish Sir Thomas's last will. 
The case was settled, and Judge Hanna 
paid a tribute to what he described as 
'“ the chivalrous conduct ” of Sir Osmond 
BE Ea the allegations against his 
ather. 


A BILLPOSTING JOB 


Sir Osmond once described the first task 
he received on joining Sinn Fein. On being 
introduced to Michael Collins the latter 
took a quick glance at Sir Osmond—who 
was wearing a monocle and spats—and 
asked: “ Will you take that bucket and 
brush and that bundle of posters and paste 
them over the city!” 

Mr. Esmonde obeyed the order, but 
different work was found for him later. 

Sir Osmond was unmarried, and the 
baronetcy passes to his uncle, Lieutenant- 
Colonel aurence Grattan Esmonde, 
barrister-at-law.

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“LOSS TO THE HOUSE”

As a 
young tan he devoted himself to the 
service of Ireland, and he gave valuable 
assistance to the national movement dur- 
ing the struggle of 1920 to 1921. His 
death is a loss to public life and to this 
House, of which he has been a member for 
many yoars.’’ 

Mr. MacEntee asked the Speaker to 
convey to the relatives the sympathy of the 
House.

ANOTHER BY-ELECTION 


Sir Osmond’s death necessitates a by- 
election in County Wexford, and, as in oa 
case of the Galway vacancy, caused by the 
death of Mr. Patrick Hogan, it will be the 
privilege of the United Ireland Party to 
move for the writ in the Dail. This wil 
not be done until after the resumption of 
the House in the autumn. 

There are five seats in County Wexford, 
and at the last general election in 1933 
two of these were secured by the United 
Ireland Party, two by Fianna Fail, and 
one by Labour. 83 per cent. polled out 
of a total electorate of 57,227, the first 
Nic votes being distributed as

of whom were arrested in the raid, Edward 
Gerard McAteer Ei oí the Derry 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, and income 
tax mange | Daniel McAteer, unemployed, 
and John MeAteer, a pupil at the Christian 
Brothers’ School, 
drawn. 

The other accused—Hugh McAteer, jun., 
and Thomas Carlin, timber yard worker, of 
61 St. Columb’s Welle—were returned for 
trial, in custody, at the City Assizes in Derry 
to-morrow. 

No members of the public were admitted 
to the Court, which was closely guarded by 


police. 

When Mr. P, 8. Bell, R.M., had taken his 
seat, Mr. W. Lynn, District Inspector (for 
the Crown) said that since the cases were 
last before the Court the Attorney-General! 
had reviewed the evidence in the cases, and 
had directed that no prosecution be taken 
against Hugh McAteer, senior, or his three 
sons. Daniel, Edward Gerard, and John. He 
usked that informations against them be 
refused. 

The four detained men referred to were 
then discharged. 


POLICE EVIDENCE

HE Free State’s adverse trade balance

£1,519,447 in May and £1,422,606 in June of 
last year. : 
‘Exports and imports both showed a decline 
when cumpared with the M soe les, Last 
month imports totalled £5 (£3,418, 694 
in May), and exports amounted to £1,772,927 
and £1,873,477 in the previous mouth. 
Great Britain puréhased goods to the value 
of £1,430,182 in the month under review, and 
sent the Free State goods totalling £1,644,104 
in exchange. Northern Ireland purchased 
goods valued at £211,122 and sent into this 
country, only £44,802 worth. The Free State's 
largest customer among the other countries 
of the world was Germany, who bought goods 
to the value of £58,167 in June last, as com- 
pared with £32,533 in the corresponding 
month of 1935. At the same time imports 
from Germany show a decline from £114,701 
in June, 1935, to £92,433 in the month re- 
viewed . 

Soviet Russia bought nothing from the 
Free State in June of this year or last year, 
but imports from thit country have gone 
up from ££3.409 to £79,196. Imports from 
Hel ium have been more than halved in 
twelve monthe—from £93,720 to £44,153. 
Ex s to that conntry are small—£7,150 
in June, 1935, and £5,927 last month, 


CATTLE TRADE 


During the first six months of this year 

the cattle trade exports have imcreased by 
£506,876,.as compared with last year. The 
January/June figures for 1936 are £2,745.542, 
and for 1938 £2,238,466. The actual export 
total. for June was £384,371, as against 
£309,688 in the corresponding month of last 
rear. 
‘ Exports of foodstuffs of animal origin also 
show an increase, both for the month and 
for the half-year. In June these amounted 
to £663.061, and for thé six months 
£2.827.840. Last vear the figures were 
£652,053 and £2,679.921 respectively. In- 
creases are also recorded under the headings 
of cereals and foodstuffs for animals (from

Mr. BELTON (Ind., Dublin, N.) said that 
he, along with other people representing the 
pre-Treaty dismissed civil servants, waited 
as a deputation on the late General Michael 
Collins. They had put to him that from the 
time of their dismissal up to the date on 
which they were received they should get 
their back pay and compulsory retiring terms, 
as were given under the Treaty to those civil 
servants who had not been disturved; or 
other wise the option of reinstatement, wit) 
the rank and emoluments which they might 
have attained if they had not been disturbed. 
General Collins had promised these “terms, 
with the proviso that any financial help from 
public funds that they might have obtained 
should be deducted from the back money 
when ascertained. That had been accepted 
by the deputation. The undertaking given 
by General Collins had never been honoured. 


ORDNANCE SURVEY MEN 


Gé ogg . of employés oí the Ordnance 
Survey Department, Mr. McMENAMIN 
(U.1., Donegal) said that in 1916 those civil 
servants had réfused to join the British 
Army, and as a result they had been dis- 
missed. In 1923 they were reinstated, but 
only as from 1916. This meant that they 
had to begin their probation period all over 


again. 

“5 MINCH (U.T., Kildare) said that he 
would like to know when they would come to 
the end of all this hawking of patriotism 
about the House and outside for pensions for 
those people who were to serve this country 
without being made mercenaries.

That was the 
priticiple which was laid down, and they 
might be satisfied that every other person 
who served then in the movement was 
anxious to follow their example with regard 
to the service given to the movement.

GUARD ARRIVES 
From Revten’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 


The advance party of twenty-five 
Canadian war veterans, under General 
Alexander Ross, arrived to-day at Cambrai 
to prepare for next Sunday’s inauguration 
of the Vimy Ridge Memorial. 

They were welcomed at Cambrai Station 
by a military band, which played ‘‘ God 
Save the King,’’ ‘‘ The Maple Leaf,” and 
“The Marseillaise.”’ 

General Ross placed a wreath on the 
war memorial, and the party were enter- 
tained at a reception in the Town Hall. 

The recapture of Cambrai by the 
Canadians from the Germans on October 
9, 1918, was recalled in generous terms 
by the speakers.
